Response to Amendment 

1 . This office action is in reply to Applicant's Response dated November 1 8,201 1 . 

2. Claims 1,9 and 17-21 have been amended. 

3. Claims 2-3, and 10-11 have been cancelled. 

4. Claims 1 , 4-9, and 1 2-21 are allowed. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

Independent claim 1 recites "...the additional information further includes the 
profile information specifying a combination of information that is related to (1) the 
interpolation method, (2) the motion detection method, (3) the residual information, and 
(4) the vector difference, and that is included in the additional information..." which are 
features that are not anticipated nor obvious over the art of record. Examiner interprets 
"combination of information that is related to (1) the interpolation method, (2) the motion 
detection method, (3) the residual information, and (4) the vector difference" as "all the 
possible combination of information that is related to (1) the interpolation method, (2) 
the motion detection method, (3) the residual information, and (4) the vector difference". 
All the pending dependent claims depend on either of independent claims 1 and 1 1 . 
Other independent claims have same features as claim 1 . Therefore, all the pending 
claims are allowed.
